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A FAMILY LETTER 



To my cousins, big and little: 

A summer spent in Stamford with Jack and Martha, two of the 
youngest members of the Gilbert family, great-great-grandchildren of 
our grandfather, Benjamin Gilbert, recalled to my mind a request of one 
of our young relatives and her husband, that I write out for them and 
their children what I know about the family history. 

This I am glad to do, both in honor of our grandparents and for 
the information of those of you who did not know them. 

For the facts concerning the five generations preceding Benjamin's 
father, Jesse Gilbert, we are indebted to Miss Julia Annette Gilbert 
of Albany, N. Y., who sent them to us, the result of long, careful research 
by her father, Josiah Hotchkiss Gilbert, a grandson of Jesse's brother 
Josiah; and also to our kinsman Harold S. Gilbert of Portland, Oregon, 
who has completed a larger genealogy of the family. 

The history of Jesse, especially of his military service, is recorded, 
together with its sources, in Chapter II of this publication. 

Our record of grandmother's family goes back only to her grand- 
father, William Falconer of Nairnshire, Scotland. Her father, Archibald 
Falconer, came to America about 1792 and settled in New York City, 
where his daughter Mary was born in 1801. From 1808 till his death in 
1842, he was a farmer in Stamford, Delaware County, N. Y., owning land 
in Stamford Township, over the mountain, not far from the Jesse Gilbert 
farm. 

From all I can learn, the Falconers were substantial £lhrlstian people 
of strong character. One migh t , infer this from kno wing gra ndmother's 
- ideals and influen ce. 

I was eleven years old when she died and I remember her well, as 
gentle and affectionate, though not demonstrative. With all her gentle- 
ness, however, she was firm in the management of her children and her 
household, but in a way that inspired in them all respect and affection 
for her. I have never known anyone to whom could be more aptly applied 
that description of a worthy woman, as found in Proverbs 31:10-31. 

Her death came suddenly in her sixty-fourth year. It was in 1864, 
at the end of a beautiful October day. She had retlrea a little earlier 
than usual, after reading her nightly portion in the big-print Bible, and 
then, falling asleep almost at once, she passed away peacefully in her 
sleep. 

I saw grandfather last when I was sixteen, but he seemed sad, 
never again the same after "Mother's" death, though he was deeply de- 
voted to his daughter Eliza (Mrs. David Kennedy) and her family, with 
whom he made his home till his -own end came, in 1872. 
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He was a man of strong personal opinions on religious and political 
questions, and in the remote mountain community in which he lived, he 
stood for higher education, for religious character, and for the general 
uplift nf community and country. Because of the superior educational 
advantages offered by the older towns of Massachusetts, he took his 
family to Amherst, Mass., about 1840, and resided there several years. 
Upon returning to Stamford he, together with several of his fellow towns 
men, was prominent in founding the first seminary in Stamford, the fore- 
runner of the present academy there. 

How interested he and grandmother would be in you and your chil- 
dren! How much you would have enjoyed visiting at the farm! It 
was surrounded by mountains and was just beyond the woods along 
the west side of the road that is now called Mountain street and leads 
to the township and to the top of Mt. Utsayantha. 

We would drive up the long, steep road from the village, letting the 
horses rest now and then at the "thank-you-marms," till finally, at the 
last ridge, we'd pass through the big gates of the private drive and be 
at grandfather's. Then what warm welcome and good cheer! There 
were plenty of .interests for everyone, old or young; but what interested 
us most, as children, what now, after nearly sixty years we remember 
vividly, were the wonderfully good caraway cookies, the delicious maple 
sugar, the big shining pails of warm foaming milk; and, outside, the 
flowers and the fruit trees and the long watering trough with its cease- 
lessly flowing stream of sparkling spring water, where it was flne fun 
to splash and to sail our make-believe boats. 

Even yet I can picture to myself the cows, down the lane, coming 
trailing home after the tinkling bell of the leader and with our play- 
fellow, Carlo, self-important, bringing up the rear, while beyond, under 
the sunset sky, was a background of mountains, their sides checkered 
with vari-colored fields. Now, all our people are gone from the farm 
on the mountains! It was sold, long ago, to strangers and the house has 
been replaced by one more modern. 



In this, the first published record of our family, the half-tone cuts 
have been contributed by our cousin, F. Newell Gilbert of Binghamton, 
N. Y. The work has been compiled with much pleasure and in the hope 
that it may serve to draw together in friendly interest all Benjamin 
Gilbert's descendants. The omissions and any possible mistakes, much 
to be regretted, must be left to you to supply or correct, as you have 
opportunity.

County, New York. He was a builder of mills, and so was exempt from 
military service. 

His wife probably lived in Goshen, N. Y., before her marriage. (Con- 
sult Eager's "Outline History of Orange County (N. Y.)," page 489.)

According to the records of some of the other branches of the Gilbert 
family, Thomas was either the brother or son of Sir John Gilbert of 
Devonshire, England, "who settled in Taunton, Mass., in the Plymouth 
Colony, in 1638, one of the incorporated body of forty who settled in 
that Colony." 

According to others, there is said to be "documentary proof in the 
State House in Hartford, Conn., that five brothers: John, born about 
1615; Jonathan, about 1618; Obadiah, 1619; Thomas, 1620; and Josiah, 
1622, came to this country together, all sons of William, who was made 
freeman in Windsor, Conn., in 1640, and 'was supposed* (not authentic) 
to be a son of Sir John of Devonshire, England." 
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CHAPTER II 
(Jesse Gilbert: — Military Service.) 

From "Military Records of Schoharie Co. (N. Y.) Veterans of Four 
Wars," compiled by George H. Warner, late Co. C, 134th N. Y. Vol. Inf., 
and published in Albany, N. Y., in 1891, we read (page 63) : 

"Jesse Gilbert resided in Dutchess County, previous to the begin- 
ning of the Revolution and became enrolled for militia service in the 
Third Regiment, under Capt. Broadhead, late in the year 1775. After ex- 
piration of term, we find him again enrolled, in Col. John Hathorn's regi- 
ment and called out *on alarm at Minisink' in July, 1777. 

"On the organization of the regiment 'for the immediate defense of 
the State,' under Lieut-Col. Albert Pawling, we find him enrolled in that 
organization under Capt. Gilbert I. Livingston, April 27, 1781. 

"Soon after this enrollment he came to Schoharie County with a 
detachment and remained through the war. He soon became a favorite 
of Murphey (Timothy Murphey, p. 59) and accompanied him in his expe- 
ditions, accepting and answering to the name of *Joot' bestowed by the 
bold Irishman (Murphey). 

"He participated in the action at Jefferson Lake; also escaped with 
Murphey by breaking through the line of Indians when they found them- 
selves unexpectedly surrounded. 

"He received a bayonet wound in the side and directly under the 
right arm during a charge in the engagement with the Indians and Tories' 
under Butler. 

"After the end of the war he married and became a farmer in the 
town of Harpersfield and later removed to a farm near the present village 
of Stamford, Delaware County, and added the occupation of miller to that 
of farmer. 

"He afterwards removed to and occupied a farm at the base of what 
is now called Mt. Utsayantha, where he died in the year 1838." 

Note: On the tombstone erected to him by his son Benjamin, our 
grandfather, the date of his death was given as 1839. 

He was buried in the old graveyard in the westerly part of Stamford 
In what is now called Churchill Park, north of the Hotel Rexmere; but 
Ills grave and others found there of members of his family were removed 
in the summer of 1906 to the present cemetery, on a spur of Mt. Utsay- 
antha in Lot F23, as indicated on the present cemetery association's map 
of the lots. This deed and that of the lot of Benjamin Gilbert are in pos- 
session of the cemetery association of Stamford, N. Y. 

From General Headquarters, State of New York, Adjutant-General's 
Office, Bureau of Records of the War of the Revolution, Albany, N. Y., 
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July 21, 1893, a certificate, in answer to a request for data as to the 
service of Jesse Gilbert In the Revolution, reads as follows: 

"The records on file in this oflice show the name of Jesse Gilbert 
as a private of Broadhead's Company of Hathom's Regiment, and the 
name of Jesse Gilbert again as a private of Livingston's Company and 
Pawling's Regiment." — (Signed by the Assistant Adjutant-General, Fred 
Phisterer.) 

Note: This certificate is in the possession of Josephine Maynard 
(Gilbert) Sanford (Mrs. George DeWitt Sanford), of Stamford, N. Y., 
daughter of Jesse Benjamin Gilbert, the great-grandson of Jesse. 

The following is a copy of Jesse Gilbert's commission as Second Ser- 
geant in the Militia of New York: "By Lieut.-Col. Alexander Harp^rrBsq., 
Commandant of the Regiment of Foot of the Militia of the State of New 
York, to Mr. Jesse Gilbert, Greeting: 

"Reposing especial trust and confidence in your good conduct, valour 
and fidelity, I do, by these presents, constitute and appoint you to be Sec- 
ond Sergeant in Capt. Benjamin More's Infantry Company in the Regi- 
ment under my command. You are therefore carefully and diligently to 
discharge the duty of Sergeant by doing and performing all manner of 
things thereunto belonging, and I do strictly charge and require all Non- 
commissioned Oflicers and soldiers under your command to pay due re- 
gard and obedience to your orders— and you are to observe and follow 
such orders and directions as you shall receive from time to time from 
me or any other your Superior Oflicers, agreeable to the Law of this 
State, for which this shall be your sufficient Warrant. 

"Given at Harpersfield this 20 day of April, 1793, under my hand 
and seal — 

"ALEXANDER HARPER, 

Colonel Commanding." 

Note: This commission, framed, is in the possession of our cousin, 
Jesse Benjamin Gilbert, of Stamford, N. Y., great grandson of Jesse.

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CHAPTER VII 

Francis Russell Gilbert, Third Son of Benjamin 

(Sept. 20, 1830— Oct. 1, 1897) 

He was educated in public and private schools in Stamford, N. Y., 
and Amherst, Mass., where the family lived for several years. He was 
a graduate of Union University, Law Department. He married, June 
24, 1857, in Harpersfield, N. Y., as his first wife, Adelaide Mima Newell 
(1835-Aug. 16, 1860), daughter of Ralph and Mima (Birge) Newell of 
Harpersfield and Stamford, N. Y. After her death, Aug. 16, 1860, he mar- 
ried, June 25, 1868, in Augusta, Ga., as his second wife, Josephine Virginia 
Crocker, born at Galena, 111., Feb. 16, 1849, a daughter of John and Eliza- 
beth (Birge) Crocker, of Galena, 111., and later of Augusta, Ga.

County. In 1884, a delegate to the National Democratic Convention, Chi- 
cago, which nominated Grover Cleveland as President of the United 
States. In 1887 he was a justice of the New York Supreme Court, Sixth 
Judicial District. In 1890-1891, Deputy Attorney-General, during Gover- 
nor Flower's administration; also a member of a state Constitutional 
Convention. He was the largest individual contributor to the building 
of Stamford Seminary and a member of the Board of Trustees for several 
years. He was one of the original promoters of the building of the Ron- 
dout & Oswego (now U. & D.) Railroad into Delaware County, a Town 
Railroad Commissioner and at one time general counsel for the cor- 
poration. It was largely through his leadership and influence that this 
railroad was continued to Stamford and not diverted to a more southern 
route through the county. He was a law partner of Isaac H. Maynard, un- 
der firm name of Gilbert & Maynard, and later of the firm of Gilbert & 
Andrus (Chas. L. Andrus) at Stamford, N. Y., and later of the firm of 
Maynard, Gilbert & Cohn at Albany, N. Y.

To quote from the notices appearing in vari- 
ous newspapers concerning him: "For years he 
was a central figure in all local matters, being 
found on the side of progress, an ardent champion 
for civic improvements. His wide range of ex- 
perience and financial knowledge made his advice 
and counsel a benefit to many. 

"Socially he was a favorite with all, yet, while 
desirous of holding the friendship of his fellow- 
men, he never let the fear of unfavorable com- 
ment on his actions sway him as to the best meth- 
ods of advancing the welfare of the community." 

Rev. Alfred J. Sadler of Jersey City and for- 
merly of the Presbyterian church of Stamford, the 
pastor under whom Mr. Kendall joined the church, 
and the one from whose tribute to Mr. Kendall's 
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mother we quote in another place, referred in 
the funeral address to his "genial, kindly, helpful 
spirit of friendship; to his integrity and stability 
of character; to his affection and loyalty as a son 
and husband; and to his trust in Qi i r>-^3erd":Jesus 
Christ. as his Saviour^ 

His wife, Minnie B. (Fredenburg) Kendall, 
passed away June 24, 1920, four weeks after her 
husbandv I cannot do better than to quote here 
from her home paper, "The Stamford Mirror-Re- 
corder" of June 30, 1920, words to which I can 
most heartily subscribe: 

"Kendall Place, her home, was ever a suc- 
cess, due in no small measure to her charm as 
hostess, her ability as manager and to her con- 
stant effort to make others happy and promote 
the welfare of those with whom she came in 
contact. 

"Loving care and unmeasured devotion marked 
her association with her husband during the years 
of his illness." (I would say during the whole 
of their married life.) 

"Measured in terms of love, sacrifice and 
helpfulness, hers was a wonderfully complete life."

"Clear-visioned, firm and fearless in every 

question of right, her kindly heart looked with 
sympathy upon all human weakness" is a part of 
the appreciation expressed in the resolution adopt- 
ed by the Town W. C. T. U." 

To those who knew her, all the above seems 
very true and just. 
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CHAPTER X 

Don Alonzo Gilbert, Fifth Son of Benjamin 
(Oct. 30. 1838— Jan. 20, 1902) 

In his early childhood the family was living in Amherst, Mass. Upon 
their return to Stamford, N. Y., he was educated in the Stamford Sieminary 
and later, in the Delaware Literary Institute, Franklin, N. Y. About 
1861 he went to Bainbridge, Chenango County, N. Y., where he spent the 
rest of his life. Until 1868 he was in the mercantile business, at first as 
clerk, later for five years, as partner; 1868-1874, he was in partnership 
with his brother-in-law, Ira Bixby, in the foundry and milling business; 
1874-1899, he was in the lumber business, carrying on extensive transac- 
tions throughout the state, especially with the Delaware & Hudson Rail- 
road Company. In 1883 he, with o^her business men of Bainbridge, or- 
ganized the Gilbert Manufacturing Company, manufacturers of children's 
sleds and express wagons, and among the leaders in this industry, until 
forced by the panic of 1893 to close. He devoted himself unselfishly to 
church, school, village, town and county, laboring incessantly for the wel- 
fare of his neighbors, friends and the community. He held many public 
offices — for many years, a member of the Board of Education of the Bain- 
bridge Union Free School District, its president when the present 
academy was established and built in 1874; he was a trustee of the Pres- 
byterian Church from 1868 to his death, 1902; he was president of the 
village at various times ; supervisor of the town several terms, having been 
first elected in 1884; a member of the county board of supervisors, where 
he was instrumental in accomplishing many administrative reforms ; from 
1885-1889, he was postmaster, appointed by Presi.dent Cleveland. His. 
family life was most happy. He was the daily guide and companion of 
his boys in whom he inculcated true respect for constituted authority in 
the home, the school, the church, and the state.

Oct. 9, 1838, daughter of Charles and Hannah (Stowell) Bixby of Bain- 
bridge, N. Y.

brarian and Law Lecturer in the Albany Law School ; 
1918, was appointed one of the trustees of the Albany 
Law School. He remained State Law Librarian till 
October, 1908, when he was appointed Chief of the 
Law Division and Counsel of the State Department of 
Education; in July, 1919, he was appointed Deputy 
Commissioner of Education, acting in this capacity 
as Counsel for the State Education Department; in 
1915, was appointed by Governor Whitman as Execu- 
tive Counsel, under a leave of absence from the State 
Education Department; in 1917, he was special coun- 
sel, appointed by the Wicks Committee investigating 
agricultural conditions, as a result of which the 
present Farms and Markets Law was enacted; In 
1917 and 1918, he acted also as personal counsel to 
the president pro tem of the Senate, Elon R. Brown. 

From 1901 to the present time he has been con- 
nected with many important law publications ; he has 
contributed to the American Cyclopedia of Law and 
Procedure the following articles: Bankruptcy, Di- 
vorce, Dower and Statutes. He was given the degree 
of L.L.D. at th4 June Commencement of Hamilton 
College, 1920.

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CHAPTER XI 

Eliza Belle Gilbert, 2nd Daughter, 7th and Youngest Child of Benjamin> 

(Dec. 22, 1842-May 17, 1915) 

She was born in Stamford, N. Y., and was educated in the Stamford 
Seminary. She was married Sept. 4, 1867, to Dr. David Kennedy. David 
Kennedy was born Apr. 20, 1832, in New York City, and died Aug. 4, 
1901, in Kingston, N. Y. 

He was son of Alexander and Mary (Phinney) Kennedy, both of 
whom were born in Scotland and died in Stamford, N. Y. In 1851 he 
went to California, via Isthmus of Panama; worked in the gold placer 
camps, studied medicine in San Francisco and later in the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, New York, from which he received his degree, 
M. D., in 1860. 

In the early days of the Civil War he was assigned as surgeon to the 
19th Pennsylvania Infantry with rank of Captain; he participated in the 
second battle of Bull Run, Slaughter Mountain, Antietam and others; 
was ordered to Fortress Monroe, where he was president of the examin- 
ing board for deportation of soldiers, was assigned to Saterlee U. S. 
General Hospital at West Philadelphia, as president of the examining 
board and as consulting surgeon; he was the recipient of many testimon- 
ial gifts in recognition of valuable services. 

After the war he practiced medicine in Titusville, Pa., and was ac- 
tively interested in the newly-discovered oil fields of that section. 

From 1870 to date of death, 1901, he resided in Rondout (now a part, 
of Kingston), N. Y., where he established a large general practice and 
also engaged in the manufacture of various well-known proprietary pre- 
parations. He was interested in civic, professional and business aftairs; 
member of the Ulster County Medical Society; Mayor of Kingston for 
two successive terms; Presidential Elector on the first Cleveland ticket,, 
etc. 

Dr. Kennedy's older brothers, Gilbert, James, John and William,, 
served with honor and distinction in the Civil War.

Alexander, who, in 1832, was 
a student at the Academy of Nairn, "at 
Latin and Greek," and said to have "tal- 
ents above mediocrity, to be steady and 
persevering and to have every prospect of 
doing well"; and 6. William. 
2. Alexander, who married his cousin, Elspeth 
Campbell. 3. Archibald. 4. John, who married 
a daughter of Hugh Grant, a farmer in Nairn. 

3. Margaret, who died some time between 1832 and 
1836; wife of Colin Campbell (1750-1835), "a farmer 
and miller of Rait." 

Children: 1. Archibald Campbell, who be- 
came a lawyer and was, at one time, of the 
firm of McAndrew and Campbell, of Inverness, 
a partnership which was dissolved in 1836. He 
was never married. 2. Charles, who, in 1832, 
lived in Dalmes (?) and had a large family, 
"but none of them had received an education 
which would enable them to earn a livelihood 
except by hard labor." 3. Elspeth Campbell, 
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referred to above, wife of her cousin, Alex- 
ander Roy. 4. Lilley, married to Alerander 
Rose; her address, in 1832, was Red River Set- 
tlement, Hudson Bay. 5. William Campbell, 
who, in 1832, was living in Rait and had a large 
family, several of whom were grown. His sec- 
ond son went south, near Perth, and married 
there. 6. Alexander Campbell, who died at 
Glasgow in 1832. 

4. Jean, who was still living in 1836; wife of Hugh 
Campbell, a farmer of Nairn, said not to be related 
to Colin Campbell, the husband of Margaret Fal- 
coner. 

Children: 1. William Campbell, in 42nd 
Regiment, stationed (1827) at Gibraltar, where 
he afterwards died. 2. Hugh, Jr., who died un- 
married. 3. Donald, who went to Raleigh, N. 
Carolina. 4. James, who came to America, 
where his uncle, Archibald Falconer, aided him 
to sectire education for the ministry. In about 
1843 he was in Newburgh, Orange County, N. 
Y.; later he was in Howard, Steuben County, 
N. Y.; according to one account, he went, fi- 
nally, as a missionary to Zanzibar, where he 
was killed by the natives; but another report 
states that he died in Addison, N. Y., and left 
a wife and one or more children; that one 
of the children, probably the eldest, was named 
Hugh. 5. John, a ship carpenter in Nairn. He 
left a family of four sons and three daughters,, 
the eldest son, Hugh Rose Campbell of Nairn 
in 1901, No. 3 Bath street. 

5. Archibald Falconer, born in Scotland, 1760; died in 
America at Stamford, N. Y., Dec. 7, 1842; he mar- 
ried in Scotland, Elspeth Russell (1766-July 25, 
1841), daughter of William Russell, who, in 1800, 
was in Blackhellak, Scotland. 

Children: 1. William Falconer (born in 
Scotland, Oct. 15, 1791; died in New York City, 
Aug. 12, 1827, leaving four children: 

1. Archibald Falconer, who died in San 
Francisco in 1852. 2. Eliza Falconer. 3.. 
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(1838-1896) 
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Mary Falconer. 4. Catherine, who died un- 
married, in Elizabethtown, N. J., December,. 
1856. In 1852 she was preceptress in the 
Stamford Seminary. 

2. Elspeth Falconer, born and died in New 
York (1795-1796). 3. Archibald Falconer (1797- 
1831), who married Eliza Borland (?) ( ). 

He was a merchant in Philadelphia and had 
acquired considerable property, much of it 
real estate, in New York City. In accordance 
with his will, his estate was not settled until 
after the death of his widow, when, as stipu- 
lated, it was to have been divided between 
his sisters and various philanthropic institu- 
tions. But his sisters having died, their shares 
were distributed among their children. Archi- 
bald Falconer died Feb. 13, 1831, at Rio Janeiro, 
S. America, while on a sea voyage undertaken 
for his health. 4. Jane Falconer (1799(?)- 
about 1860), married to Isaac Maynard, Bovina, 
N. Y.

Judge Maynard married, June 28, 1871, 
Margaret Maxwell Marvine, who was born, 
Aug. 9, 1840, daughter of Charles Augustus 
and Frances (Foote) Marvine of Delhi, N. 
Y.; he died in Albany, June 12, 1896.
